PROMINENT BOSTON MAN DEAD. 


E. D. Jordan of the Firm of Jordan, Marsh 


& Co., Died this Morning.

BOSTON, Nov. 15.—Eben D. Jordon, one 


of the founders of the great mercantile 
house of Jordan, Marsh & Co., died this 
morning, aged 73 years. 


Mr. Jordan was born at Danville, Me., 


of poor parents. He came to Boston 
when fourteen years of age and secured 
employmeni as a clerk. Later he started 
a dry goods store of small size. His en- 
ergy soon brought success, and in 1851 the 
firm of Jordan & Marsh was formed. He 
was widely connected in Boston's business 
affairs and has been largely interested in 
the Boston Globe. He had been in failing 
health for four months.

MORE BEDS WANTED. 


The Lodging House Cannot Accommodate 


all Applicants at Present. 


The demand tor beds at the lodging 


house already exceeds the supply. There 
are only a dozen beds,three of which have 
to be used 'by the help, and nearly every 
night several applicants for lodging have 
to be turned away. It has been suggested 
that if a Sunday school class or any or- 
ganization of young people connected 
with the churches would like to lend a 
helping hand they could properly endow 
a bed in the lodging home. The children 
of the Congregational Sunday school have 
decided to furnish the Thanksgiving din- 
ner at the lodging house.

Mr. Allen suggested that a work basket, 
with a supply of needles, thrial, etc., 
would be an acceptable gift and the young 
iad.es cheerfully agreed to supply this 
want. MR Allen told them if they felt 
like doing more they could give a bed, 
and it is quite probable that a numbe.- ot 
LeJs will be contributed by different or- 
ganizations of young psople. 


A BUSINESS CHANGE. 


H. J. Whitney Retires 
After 


Thirty-three Years of 


Active Business. 


FAILING HEALTH IS T1IE 
CAUSE. 


The Store Sold to M. V. N. Braman and 


Charles C. Fisher. Something of 


the Store's History. Mr. Fisher 


•Will Take Charge. 


On December a Henry J. Whitney, one 


of the veteran grocerymen of this town, 
will retire, after having passed thirty- 
three years in the business, with »but few 
vacations. 


Not a few persons will be surprised to 


learn of Mr. Whitney's withdrawal from 
the grocery business. He has sold his 
store, fixtures, stock and good will to M. 
V. N. Braman and Charles C. Fisher. The 
transfer was consumated Wednesday 
evening. 


Mr. Whitney's business career in this 


town has been one of which he may be 
proud. His strict attention to his busi- 
ness has obliged him to sell out and seek 
other climates for the benefit of his health, 
which has suffered by the close confine- 
ment to whtch he has subjected himself 
for many years. 


Mr. Whitney became a clerk in the 


store in 1832, the proprietsrs at that time 
being Richardson & Homer, who had 
opened the store four years previous. 
One year later the firm was dissolved, A. 
W. Hichardson continuning the business, 
and in 1863 the Freeman Manufacturing 
company took a part interest. 
Within 


two years the firms name again changed 
to W. W. Freeman & Co. Three years 
later at the time of the incorporation of 
the manufacturing company, the sign was 
ence more altered to read "Freeman Man- 
ufacturing company. 


Mr. Whitney bought the store seven 


years ago. 
The store is probably the 


oldest in town, having been opened in 
1858, at which time there were but three 
grocery stores in the entire village. When 
the Freeman Manufacturing company 
took a part in the business Mr. Whitney 
was the buyer of all the goods, and up to 
the time he became the proprietor he was 
at the head of the business, buying the 
goods and having entire charge and re- 
sonsibility. 
During his early business 


connection with the store he observed the 
same regularity and punctuality with 
which he hes attended to business in later 
years. His vacations have been very few, 
and it is his rigid application to business 
that has broken down hia health and 
caused him to retire. Mr. Whitney has 
not decided where he will go this winter, 
but he intends to go to a milder climate 
than is found in New England in the win- 
ter months, 


M. V. N. Braman is one of the success- 


ful merchants of this town. He came 
from a farm in Blackinton and opened a 
ibruaU store near the State street bridge in 
1877. 
His trade demanded larger quarters 


und he moved across the street, occupying 
the store where W. S. Evans is now. Two 
years later he moved into his present 
store. Three times the sto're uas been 
enlarged to accomodate his increasing 
business, and one reason for his buying 
Mr. Whitney's store is because of the 
crowded condition of the State street 
store. Mr. Braman has built up one of 
the largest grocery trades in town by 
careful and well directed effort, and the 
recent purchase gives more room for the 
application of his knowledge of the busi- 
ness which has made him one of North 
Adams' prominent merchants. 


Mr. Fisher has been associated with Mr. 


Braman for nearly twelve years and his 
carefulness and diligence have earned for 
him the confidence and trust of all who 
know him. He is thoroughly acquainted 
with all the details of the business and is 
competent to assume charge of the Eagle 
street store, in which he owns an interest. 
The firm name will be C. C. Fisher & Co. 
The general merchandise will be closed 
out and the stock to be carried will be 
that of a first class grocery store only. 


ARTHUR LABRIE SURRENDERS. 


A, New Story of the Fracas In which Le- 


Culr was Injured. 


Arthur Labrie, who has been talked 


about in the papers under many names, 
surrendered himself yesterday evening to 
the officers as the man they were looking 
for accused of assaulting Rudolph LeCuir 
with a dangerous weapon. 


The officers had made diligent search 


for him and were informed by his wife 
that he had gone to Bennington, Vt., on 
business he had planned before the dis- 
turbance occurred. She told a story that 
put the as'ault in a new light. The sub- 
stance of it was that her husband was 
followed to his home in the Glen by the 
men and that he struck the blow to de- 
fend himself. She said that when the 
man was hit he fell against a pipe that 
was lying near and got his injuries from 
that. Mr. Labrie when under arrest told 
a similar story. 


Soon after Mr. Labrie had surrendered 


himself he was admitted to bail. P. Ron- 
geau and Louis L. Bullet became hia 
sureties. The bail was fixed at fl,000. 


He was arraigned in court this morning 


and the case was continued two weeks. 
The bail was reduced to ?500. 


Mr. LeCuir is improving and it is be- 


lieved he will recover. The frontal bone 
is fractured and what is puzzling the doc- 
tors is a doubt as to whether some of the 
bone is pressing inwards.

HIS FATAL_ HABIT. 


Dr. D'Avignon, Formerly oF this 


Town, Dies in Lead- 


ville, Col. 


HIS DEATH CAUSED BY CHLORf ORM- 


He is Well- Remembered Hera. Went to 


Leadville About 1878. Overwork Led 


to Insomnia and the Drug Habit. 


How He Died. 


Dr. F. F. D'Avignon of Leadville, Col., 


formerly of this town, and well remem- 
bered here, died suddenly November 6 at 
bis rooms in Leadville. 
The Leadville 


Herald Democrat says his death was prob- 
ably due totbeaction of chloroform which 
had been administered by Dr. Johns, the 
attending physic'aa, to quiet his patient, 
who had been suffering from an attack of 
insomnia. 
» 


Dr. Johns was called In the morning 


and had visited Dr. D'Avignon several 
times in the course of tho day. At about 
6 o'clock in the evening another dose of 
chloroform was given and the patient 
went to sleep. Dr. Williams dropped in 
and he and Dr. Johns discussed the con- 
dition of the patient, 
whose regular 


breathing could be plainly heard. As it 
was evident to Dr. Johns that his patient 
would requii e considerable attention, he 
went out to hunt up a nurse. Returning 
to Dr. D'Avignon's apartments, the quick 
ear of the physician failed to detect the 
sound of breathing, and pn hastening to 
the bedside he noticed that the patient's 
face was quite pale, A moment's exami- 
nation convinced him that the unfor- 
tunate man was dead. 


Dr. D'Avignon was a native of Canada 


and was about forty-seven years old. He 
graduated from McGill Medical college, 
Montreal, and came to North Adams not 
long after graduating. He was a highly 
educated and very interesting man and 
soon won a good position here socially 
and professionally, his practice taking 
him into many of the best families. He 
was a large man of commanding presence, 
and had a dark face that combined intel- 
ligence and beauty to a marked degree- 
He was genial and sociable and made 
friends readily, as did also his wife, who 
was equally accomplished, agreeable and 
estimable. She was quite prominent in 
musical circles and taught vocal and in- 
strumental 
music and French. Their 


departure from North Adams, about the 
year 1878, was regretted by many friends. 
They went to Leadville, Where the doctor 
built up a large and lucrative practice, 
and in all probability overwork led to the 
formation of a habit that was the cause of 
his death. The Democrat says: 


Ibis a well known fact that for many 


years Dr. D'Avignon had been addicted to 
the use of various drugs, for the purpose 
of inducing sleep. He was an indefatigable 
worker, always prompt and willing to re- 
spond to the call of duty, and as he en- 
joyed at that time ^proXbly the largest 
practice of any physician in the city the 
demands on his time were almost inces- 
sant. This tremendous strata on his 
nerves was more than even his iron con- 
stitution could stand, and he soon became 
a victim of insomnia. In order to induce 
sleep he was wont to resort to the use of 
chloroform and other drugs, and at the 
time of his death was thoroughly addicted 
to their use. Physicians who knew of his 
condition stated that they had long ex- 
pected the end would come in some such 
manner." 


The doctor is said to have left a consid- 


erable fortune. He was a director of the 
American National bank of Lsadville and 
had extensive mining interests. 
Those 


who knew him here will sincerely regret 
toiearn of the untimely and lamentable 
death of one whose career opened with so 
much of brilliancy and promise. 


A GLORIOUS RELIC. 


The Flag that was Saved From the Cum- 


berland in 1662. 


The Boston Herald of Monday, Novem- 


ber 4, had an article from the pen of 
Henry Maefarland, the Washington cor- 
respondent of the paper, on Thomas A. 
Selfridge and his eon of the same name, 
both rear admirals in Uncle Sam's navy. 
Mr. Selfridge was an officer on the Cum- 
berland when it went down November S, 
1862, 
and in telling of the encounter be- 


tween this ship and the Merrimac, Mr. 
Selfridge said incidentally of the Cumber- 
land's dag: 


'Bitter and angry against the enemy as 


I looked out and saw nothing left of the 
brave old Cumberland, except the top of 
the mast, with the American flag still fly- 
ing, for it never was struck, j'ou know. 
We went down with colors flying and 
guns firing. As I looked, I made up my 
mind that the enemy shouldn't have that 
flag, and 1 got some volunteers from our 
men to go cut with me in a boat and we 
cut the flag away and brought it to shore 
with us. I took it up to Gen. Mansfield's 
headquarters and I have never seen it 
since. In some 
way it 
disappeared.' 


It ought to have been preserved. 
I've 


often thought about it since, and wished I 
had it, but those were exciting times, and 
it is perhaps not strange that it was lost." 


For many years the flag has been in 


Adams, in the possession of one of the 
volunteers who aided Admiral Selfridge 
in reecuing it,—John Welch, who recently 
moved from Renfrew to Florida, where he 
is now living on the farm. Mr. Welch 
prizes the flag very highly and has told 
many times of its recovery. 


A STRANGE FALL. 


Samuel Groves Surprised In the 


Hours of Yesterday. 


Early 


Samuel Groves bad a strange experience 


in the very early hoars yesterday morn- 
ing. He was passing along State street 
and in one of the doorways of the Rich- 
mond house block he saw two well 
dressed men standing. 
He had just 


passed when one of them fell from the 
doorway on his head. Mr. Groves rushed 
up to the prostrate man and found him as 
rigid as if rigor mortis had set in. He 
assisted the companion to raise him to his 
feet and in a few seconds he was all right 
again. It was explained to Mr. Groves 
that it was a kind of fit the man is subject 
to that caused the peculiar fall. Mr. 
Groves left wondering how a man could 
drop so solidly on his head and only get a 
slight scratch on the nose.

for which it was held. They maintained 
there was nothing to say and gave either 
negative or evasive answers to all questions 
at the same time declaring there was no 
secrecy. Rev. A. B. Bhurch, Dr. H. J. 
Millard and M. C. Jewett were the men 
interviewed. 


Mr. Church had nothing whatever to 


say about the matter and no system nf 
questioning could get any information 
from him. When asked when the next 
meeting would be held, he replied, when 
we can. 


Dr. H. J. Millard had nothing to say 


only he admitted no organization had 
been formed. When asked about the 
meeting with very good dissembling he 
inquired was there a meeting held. 


Mr. Jewett was a little more open 


though he stated the decision last night 
would not allow anyone present to give 
out anything. Whatever was for the 
pub- 


lic at subsequent meetings would be given 
out to the papers. 


It was gathered, although strong effort 


is made to keep all about the matting 
back, that the originators of it are Rev. 
A. B. Church and M. C. Jewett, Mr. 
Jewett primarily. It is started becau.o 
of the dissatisfaction these men feel with 
the way things are shaping for the mu- 
nicipal election.

WAITING THREE WEEKS FORJUSTICE. 


The Peculiar Readings of Mr. Seymour, 


You Built a Hen House to Spite 


Your Neighbors. No Remorse. 


May Cause Confession. 


A prominent and highly respected citi- 


zen of Blackinton, whose name is with- 
held for obvious reasons, suffered much 
loss and was much vexed by a visit from 
miscreants to his barn the other night.

FOR GOOD GOVERNMENT. 


New and Perhaps Practical Ideas Ad 


vanced by a Citizen Last August 


While away on his vacation last sum- 


mer Rev. John C. Tebbetts addressed to 
E. S. Wilkinson, president of the board 
of trade, the letter given below. It con- 
tains timely and original suggestions in 
regard to city government here and is 
commended to the careful perusal of all 
our readers. 
E. 8. WILKINSON, Esq., 


President Board of Trade: 


My dear sir:—I wish to call your atten- 


tion to an article in the August Century 
on the "Need of a City Party," and to 
suggest that the subject there discussed 
be brought to the consideration of the 
board of trade, if in your judgment it 
should seem advisable. 


We are about to enter upon a new phase 


of civic life in North Adams, and we are 
doing so at a time when it is possible to 
prolit from discussions that are being 
carried on with regard to the best form of 
municipal goverment. It is being said 
and acknowledged in these discussions by 
the most advanced thinkers and writers, 
that "j5arty names and party passions and 
prejudices are the most formidable ob. 
stacles to permanent municipal reform," 
and that ''so long as men allow state and 
national political names and issues to de- 
cide/their votes in municipal elections we 
can hope for only spasmodic improve- 
ment in city affairs." 


Fortunately, in North Adams we have 


no need of "city reform." But is it not 
our most prominent duty to guard against 
the possible incurring of that need ? How 
cen this be done ? I suggest that steps be 
taken at once to form our board of trade 
into a city party which shall be altogether 
separate from the regular political organ- 
izations, and devoted exclusively to city 
interests. Such a party would be compe- 
tent to select and elect its own candidates 
of known ability and character, and to 
hold them responsible for the faithful 
discharge of their public trusts. 
More 


over, such a party would have the ability 
to bring forward and educate the best 
men for office, while the offices them, 
selves would not go begging for lack of 
dignity and honor. We have ample pre- 
cedents for such action, notably in the 
city club and the affiliated Good Govern- 
ment clubs of New York. These are cone - 
posed of men of all parties who are 
pledged to place the good government of 
the city above all political considerations 
whatever. And certainly in our progres- 
sive town the men for such a movement, 
as is here suggested wou]4 not be want- 
ing.

LET US START RIGHT. 


North Adams is entering upon its first 


city election. The town will never have 
but one first city election, and ho will have 
but one chance to start the city form of 
government right. This city election is 
our own a!J'.iir, and it is no one else's. If 
we act wisely in the matter, the reward is 
our own; if we make mistake;:, w'e must 
bear the consequences aloae. We should, 
it seems to us, consider ourselves a munic- 
ipal family, knit together by the closest 
town tics, having but one object at heart 
—the welfare and harmony oi the town- 


This election does not belong to the list 


of party or partisan contests. 
No party 


principles are involved. It is as well, per- 
haps, that the town Republican and Dem- 
ocratic organizations call their caucuses 
and make nominations. Political organi- 
zation oi some kind is necessary to set the 
election machinery in operation. In the 
choice of councilmen there must neces- 
sarily be more than one ticket in the 
field, otherwise the lull quota of council- 
men could not be elected. But it does not 
follow from these considerations that 
partisan feeling or action has any con- 
siderable part to play in oar new city's 
affairs, or that we cannot all support the 
best men. 


As citizens of North Adams, we should 


remember that it is the whole of North 
Adams that is our first and chief interest; 
that which is not good for all of us is not 
good for any of us; and that, above all 
else, our yonng city can be benefited by 
nothing else so much as by harmony and 
good feeling, and that the greatest 
misfortune that can possibly 
come 


upon 
us is 
dissension 
and 
petty 


strife 
and 
jealousies. 
Let 
the 


city of North Adams like the town of 
North Adams stand as a unit for the wel- 
fare of North Adams. Let the traditions 
of the past be revered, and by the com- 
munity feeling and town pride that have 
already done so much for UH in the past 
atill continue to work good among us 
•when a city. 


It may be expected that a certain ele 


ment will attempt to create continual 
dissatisfaction and strife. 
This element 


is the worst enemy any community can 
possibly have. Like the carrion-birds that 
follow an army, this disgruntled and dis- 
gruntling few, can only live on strife and 
misfortune. 
They would be perfectly 


willing to see the harmony and unity 
existing kere today go to pieces that they 
might Indulge their appetites for crabbed 
talk and unending fault-finding. But the 
common scolds of a neighborhood are not 
those whose counsel and advice it is best 
to follow. 


Then, upon entering i»to the new city 


government let us resolve to set a high 
standard, be above partisan and petty dif- 
ferences, choose the best men for the new 
city's officers, and preserve the good- 
feeling and shoulder-to-shoulcler harmony 
that has made our town the envy of its 
neighbors and one of, the very moat thrif- 
ty and public spirited communities in New 
England. 


THE CITY COUNCIL. 


At our first city election, December 17, 


will be elected twenty-one conncilmen, 
seven for a term of three years, seven for 
two years and seven for one year. 


It will be borne in mind that at this 


election no voter will have the privilege 
of voting for more than five of the coun- 
cilmen to be elected for each term; that 
is to , say, not more than fifteen in the 
aggregate on one ballot, and the seven 
having the highest number of votes for 
each term will be elected. This seemingly 
peculiar feature of the ballot was very 
•wisely incorporated in our city charter, to 
insure a minority representation and as a 
safeguard against personal or party 
monopoly. 


The first duty of the council after elect- 


ing a president from its own membership, 
on January 6tb, will be the filling of the 
important office of city clerk, which they 
do in the same manner an they elect a 
president, excepting that the city clerk' 
Will not be one of their own elected body. 
The office of city clerk, always an import- 
ant one, is likely to be especially so dir- 
ing the first year of our city's experience, 
when so much of the systematizing of 
municipal office and routine work must 
be done. It required particular training 
and organizing power; it is an actual 
necessity that he be a man experienced in 
such matters and familiar with the affairs 
of official routine as existing in our town 
government. 
The importance of this 


office will be fully appreciated when in 
addition to the above requirements it is 
remembered that at any time the city 
clerk is likely to be our acting mayor 
for a longer or shorter period as circum- 
stances may require. 


A|aong other important functions of the 


city council will be the choosing of a city 
auditor, who will have charge of all rev- 
enue and expenditure accounts of the 
city, looking after the public payrolls 
and other demands or bills against the 
city and keeping records of accounts ap- 
prived in prescribed ways, which should 
insure an admirable protection againat 
willful or neglegent wrong in settling city 
accounts. 


As the connoilmen, in addition to the 


above and other responsible duties, will 
make the annual appropriations for city 
expenditure, the importance of a wise

and careful selection of men for the city 
council is readily apparent. Our system 
of ward voting will be of inestimable value 
in obtaining a representative body of men 
as oouncilmon. There will be a healthful 
stimulus In it that will lead the wards to 
vie with each other in showing a strong 
vote for the best man. The selection of 
men worthy of election to our city coun- 
cil should receive most careful considera- 
tion from our voters before the nomina- 
tions are made. 


North Adorns is just entering upon the 


throe's of its first city campaign, but does 
not seem to be greatly stirred up about it. 
The papers say very little concerning the 
election its yet, and we have seen no par- 
ticular mention of possible candidates for 
the various offices. Our friends at the 
north end of the county do well to take 
things easy as long as they can, but they 
will find when they once get the thing 
going, that a city campaign is about as 
lively as any they have ever seen. North 
Adams Is rich in splendid mayoralty 
timber, and also has plenty of good men 
to take positions in the city council. We 
expect to see our Bister city start oil in a 
uioht creditable manner, on its career as 
one of the proud galaxy of Massachusetts 
cities.—Pittsfleld Eagle. 


We believe it is no more within the pro- 


vince of a newspaper to make up a ticket 
in advance of the caucuses and insist 
upon its adoption, than it is the province 
of any private individual. Suggestions 
are all right from either source, but when 
suggestion is turned into demand by the 
press there ia an implied threat back of it 
that oftentimes amounts to something 
more vicious than insolent presumption. 
There is no call for or sympathy with a 
dictatorship of any kind among us; should 
there ever be, a dictatorship by the press 
would be the most dangerous of all be- 
cause the most prolific in creating 
opinions or throwing them broadcast. 


Here is a little poetical philosophy from 


the Atlanta Constitution, writ on an old 
topic, but one which humanity needs to 
have ever drummed in its ears: 


Some folks, when it's rainin',

And frown at the world and the sky. 


No matter what's sent us, 
It's hard to content us; 
We growl from the east to the west;

It isn't presumable that Republicans of 


North Adams will forget they are Eepub. 
Means nor that Democrats of North Ad- 
ams will forget they are Democrats. But 
it is not too much to expect that the men 
of North Adams will remember they are 
citizens of North Adams before and above 
all other considerations, and that a, man's 
fitness for public trust is not dependent 
upon his party affiliations.

THE NEXT CONGRESS, 


Figuring Already Begun on Coveted 


Ways and Means Chairmanship. 


Payne, Dalzell and Hopkins 


In the Field. 


Possible Appointments Which Mean Ultimate 


House Leadership. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—By a sort of un- . 


written law, the chairman of the ways 
and means committee becomes the party 
leader on the floor oE the house, and the 
subordinate places on that important 
committee are regarded as about equiv- 
alents to the chairmanships of other com- 
mittees. 


McKinley, Springer and Wilson have 


been, respectively, tho chairmen of this 
committee in the last three congresses, 
and it now loolts as though Scfeno Payne 
of Auburn, N. Y., would enjoy that honor 
in the Fifty-fifth congress, so soon to as- 
semble, and any nuw revenue measure 
would be known as the Payne bill. 


Of the 17 members of the committee, 11 


in the last consrress were Democrats and C 
Bepiiblicnns—Heed, Burrows, Payne, Ual- 
zell, Hopkins and Gear. Of Rood's elec- 
tion as speaker of the house there is no 
doubt. Burrows and Gear are likewise off 
the eligible list for this committee chair- 
manship by reason ot their election to the 
senate from the states of Michigan and 
Iowa, respectively. 


Three possiifle chairmen remain—Payne, 


Dalzell and Hopkins—and there is little 
reason to believe that the priority claim of 
Mr. Payne will bo ignored. He has been 
for years a close personal friend of Mr. 
Reed, and Dalzell, tho next ranking mem- 
ber, has incurred the hostility of Mr. Quay 
during the recent fractional struggle in 
Pennsylvania, where Dalzell was oae of 
the leaders of the opposition to the junior 
senator of that state. 


Payne is, moreover, pretty well fitted 


for the responsibilities of house leadership. 
He is 52 years old, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, and has been a mem- 
ber of the Forty-eight, Forty-ninth, Fifty- 
first, Fifty-second and Fifty-third con- 
gresses, and was triumphantly re-elected 
to the Fifty-fourth. 


Bay State Foasibllltiei. 


Some speculation exists as to tho possi- 


ble Massachusetts representative ou T/lio 
ways and means committee. Joseph H 
Walker of Worcester will probably prefer 
to take the chairmanship of the commit- 
tee on banking and currency, of which ho 
is the ranking member. 
Many believe 


that the choice lies between McCall, 
Draper and Barrett. 


The objection might be raised that this 


would be Mr. Barrett's first term in tho 
ho.use, but » similar honor was accorded 
to Moses T. Stevens of North Andover, 
Mass., upon his entry into public life. 
Certainly Massachusetts deserves a place 
in a committee of 14 members by reason 
of her large business interests, with which 
this committee deals so closely. 


Of the 11 Democrats on this committee 


in the last house, but four have lived to 
tell the tale, politically speaking. They 
are McMillan, 
Turner, 
Tarsney and 


Wheeler, and it is probable that they will 
retain their places, .withi possibly one or 
•two more Democrats added. 


There will then be room for five or more 


new Republicans ou this much coveted 
committee, and the appointments now 
made may serve someone as a stepping 
stone to house leadership a few years from 
now, with all that it implies.

Damages From Spain. 


DANBURT, Conn., Nov. 15.—A claim for 


$300,000 against the Spanish government 
will be filed at the state department in 
Washington by Attorney Walsh of this 
city, who will ask that it be recognized as 
a claim of a citizen of the United States. 
It Is claimed the case will involve ques- 
tions of international law, and as such 
will bo an important one. 


It will be set forth that John Repko, 


the claimant, Italian by birth, but a 
naturalized American citizen, 
under 


papers granted iu New York state, Is the 
proprietor of tho Roma Grand Continent 
hotel in Habana, one of the largest hotels 
in Cuba. The officers of several Spanish 
regiments, sent there from Spain to quell 
tho revolution, made the hotel their head- 
quarters for six months, living in high 
style and contrasting large bills, on which 
they paid nothing. 


Repko claims that one night he and his 


family were driven from the hotel, which 
was confiscated on the protest that he 
was a sympathizer with the revolutionists, 
and obliged to seek safety in this country. 
The family are now in New York, while 
Repko is in Tampa, Fla. 


Repko's claim will be that as he was a 


United States citizen confiscation was un- 
just and a breach of international law. 
He wants tin; hotel restored to his posses- 
sion, and, being reduced to poverty, claims 
*aOl),000 damages. 


May Be Accepted, After All. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The chiefs ot 


the naval bureaus of construction and of 
steam engineering recommend that tho 
ram Katahdin be accepted by the govern- 
ment, despite the contract requirement 
that if tho vessel failed to develop an aver- 
age speed of 17 knots an hour during her 
trial trip she should stand rejected. The 
ground for this recommendation is that 
the arbitrary contract requirement was 
not made under a provision of law, but 
at the volition of the secretary of the navy, 
and that, therefore, the secretary is not 
bound to compel adherence to the letter ot 
tho contract, but may modify it as he 
pleases.

Barrett is supposed to have come to 


this country, to New York, about 18 years 
»go. As far as ciin be learned ho was 
married in 1882 to a one-time actress. Ho 
lived with her about three years, and then 
Barrett stated that he had received a good 
business opening in Boston, from whero 
he said he would send his -wife money to 
keep her if she would remain in New York. 
This she promised to do, and Barrett ac- 
cordingly left for Boston. 


He at first secured one room at 2i Eliot) 


street on the second floor. Afteward, 
when times got better, he hired two more, 
one a '. parlor, immediately adjoining his 
bedroom, aud the other a workshop in tho 
rear of tho building, but being connected 
with his other rooms.. This room he 


Alwayi Kept Locked, 


never permitting it even to bo cleaned un- 
less he was present and prepared it before- 
hand. 


Tho flrit burglary committed by him 


was yesterday established by the police. 
This was the famous Ames case, when the 
pictures 'rt tho time of their theft were 
searched for in almost every part of the 
country. 


JJe entered the Ames residence at S 


a. in. on the night of Oct. 8, 1885, and car- 
ried off the famous picture, together with 
a largo number of trinkets identified Tues- 
day afternoon, thus settling once and for 
all the great controversy as to who was 
the real thief. From the time of this bur- 
glary he seems to have kept quiet for 
about two years, as nothing more is heard 
of him till.about 1887. 


This, his probable first attempt, brought 


him so much notoriety that he was too 
Beared to do anything more in tho busi- 
ness until compelled by actual necessity. 
His urs,t attempt was the theft of the 
Kidder stamp collection, together with a 
Jut of other valuabls articles found in 
Kldder's house. 


This stamp collection Barrett never dis- 


posed of, and the attempted sale by 
Chu&cy a few days ago was the means o£ 
unearthing the great history of crime. Ho 
next is, heard of in connection with the 
Simmonds burglaries in'Fitchburg in 1887. 


Several more burglaries were committed 


by him in that year, but the great bulk of 
bis business was during the years 18S9, 
'90, '91, '93. In those four years he did tho 
most of his work, and the great part of 
the property now at Pembcrton square 
was amassed during that time. 


A Mystery In N«w York. 


Mrs. Barrrett was one of the mysteries 


of New York city at the time at which her 
hnaband vr;is in the height of his career. 
She lived at 303 West Fifty-eighth street, 
occupying fine apartments on the second 
floor, the suite being the most expensive 
in the house. Everything about her mode 
of living indicated great wealth. Both 
she and her son, who was being educated 
there, w.ore the most expensive clothing, 
and her jewels -were a source of admira- 
tion toall who saw them. 


She kept a, pair of magniflcentthorough- 


breds at Durland's riding academy, and 
was noted as one of the finest woman 
riders in the city, her scat being so perfect 
that people turned to look at her as she 
vode in tho park. 
No breath was ever 


heard against her good name, but she was 
a complete mystery to tho few people who 
knew her. 


She gave people the impression that she 


lacked education, but was possessed of 
groat tact, which kept her from showing 
this to any great extent. Nothing was 
ever seen of Mr. Barrett, and people used 
to wonder that he was so entirely un- 
known, when he was evidently a man ot 
such great wealth. At the time of his ar- 
rest the story was read in New York as 
elsewhere, but no ono thotighb of connect- 
ing him with the woman at West Fifty- 
tighth street. 


Shortly after that, it was announced to 


her friends that her husband had met 
with money losses, and that she was 
obliged to sell her jewels and other prop- 
erty, and to move from her expensive 
house, but even then the connection be- 
tween the two circumstances was not 
thought of, and it was not until the arrest 
of Chaff ey that Mrs. Barrett-of New York 
was connected with tho famous burglar.

of the Armenians. At Arabkir, on Oct. 
26 and 27, the official reports add, the Ar- 
menians set fire, to a mosque, school and 
bazaar with bombs and massacred a num- 
ber of Mohammedans.

bombs which the Armenians intended to 
explode in the local barracks and govern- 
ment offices.
